ESTIMATE BOARD 
SEEKS FUNDS FOR 
COLLECTION Ut 
RUBBISH BY CITY 


New Taxes Being Studied 
as Means of Financing 
Cleanup and Rat Con- 
trol Program, Mayor 
Says. 


Members of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment sought 
means today to finance the munic- 
ipal collection of rubbish and 
ashes as the city seemingly moved 
in the direction of adopting firm 
rat control measures. 


Upon being shown an editorial 
which appears in today’s Post- 


Dispatch, Mayor Aloys P, Kauf- 
mann said: “I have been consid- 
ering several plans for raising the 


revenue needed for the purpose. I 
shall ask the other members of the 
board to give the financial aspects 
of the program full and immediate 
consideration.” 

Revenue-raising plans which the 
Mayor, who also is a member of 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment has been studying, 
include: 

Increasing the present cigar- 
ette tax from 2 cents a pack- 
age to 3 or 4 cents a package. 

Levying a tax on _ tobacco 
other than cigarettes. 

Making a service charge to 
householders for the rubbish and 
ash collection. 

Levying a municipal sales tax. 

Levying a municipal income 
tax. 

Seeking a return to the city 
of part of the state sales taxes 
collected here. 

Increasing the real estate and 
personal property tax rates, 

Other Members for Proposal. 
Other members of the Board of 
Est mate — Comptroller Louis 
Nolte and President Albert 
Schweitzer of the Board of Alder- 

men—gave unqualified approval to 
the proposal to provide municipal 
rubbish and ash collection. 

Schweitzer declared that the 
city should start the collection 
service immediately. 

“There shouldn’t be any more 
delay,” he said. “We must 
up the city if we are to get rid 
of rats. I think we should advo- 
cate a bond issue if necessary to 
finance the initial cost of estab- 
lishing the collection service. The 
necessary thing is to get moving.” 

Nolte said the collection of rub- 
bish and ashes were “meritorious 
city services.” He said the city 
should make a special effort to 
get the revenue needed to estab- 
lish the services. 

Favors Stronger Rat Control. 

The Mayor also examined a 
page of photographs in yester- 
day's edition of the PICTURES 
section of the Post-Dispatch. The 
photographs showed how rats 
flourish in the ashpits and rub- 
bish piles in St. Louis alleys and 
how the animals feed on garbage 
piled in improper receptacles or 
in uncovered pails. 

“It is my opinion that it is not 
necessary for St. Louis to con- 
tinue to be a city of ashpits,” the 
Mayor said, “Other cities collect

MAN GETS OUT OF PAYING TAX 
ON $13,000 HE EMBEZZLED 


Court Says U.S. Would Be Claim- 
ing Money Belonging to Book- 
keeper’s Employer. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today had this 
good news for a bookkeeper who 
embezzled $13,000 and lost most of 
it in Reno gambling: He doesn’t 
have to pay $2978 income tax on 
that $13,000. 

The bookkeeper, Laird Wilcox, 
already has served a prison term. 
He was sentenced to 2 to 14 years, 
but was paroled after 18 months. 
The Federal] Government then in- 
sisted that he should report the 
$13,000 as income and pay tax on 
it. 

The Ninth United States Circuit 
Court said that wouldn't be right. 
Agreeing, the Supreme Court said: 
“Moral turpitude is not a touch- 
stone of taxability. ... sanctioning 
a tax under the circumstances be- 
fore us would serve only to give 
the United States an unjustified 
preference as to part of the money 
which rightfully and completely 
belongs to the taxpayer's em- 
ployer.” 


VON BLOMBERG GRAVELY ILL, 
NUERNBERG COURT I$ TOLD 


Condition Disclosed After Keitel 
Requests Marshal Be Called 
as Defense Witness. 
NUERNBERG, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
Field Marshal Werner von Blom- 
berg, Hitler’s first war minister, 
is “very ill” in Nuernberg, British 
prosecutors at the war crimes trial 

disclosed today. 

Von Blomberg’s grave cordition 
was reported to the international 
military tribunal] after the attor- 
ney for Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel, one of 22 Germans on trial, 
had requested that he be called as 
a defense witness. 

Dr, Otto Nelte, the lawyer, told 
the court he expected Von Blom- 
berg would testify that Hitler’s 
aggressive intentions were not 
apparent until 1938 and that even 
high ranking military men did not

Mother Finally Tells 
Them Homecoming 
Is Off —‘He Couldn’t 
Do Anything Wrong,’ 
Girl Says. 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
Mrs.. Eleanor Ondi told her two 
small children yesterday that the 
homecoming celebration they had 
planned for their soldier-father 
would not be held. 

For the last six months Bar- 
bara, 9 years old and Alex Jr., 4, 
have been eagerly awaiting their 
father’s return, Between sobs, 
Mrs, Ondi told them what she had 
known for a year—that their 
daddy had been court-martialed 
and sentenced to 50 years for re- 
fusing to obey an officer’s com- 
mand during the war in Europe. 
She had hoped, she said, he might 
receive a new trial and could come 
home after all. 

Now in disciplinary barracks at 
Green Haven, ‘N.Y. Pfc. Alex 
Ondi, 29, was charged with refus- 
ing to leave his foxhole and go on 
a patrol, A transcript of the trial 
showed also that Ondi said he 
had been on three straight days 
of patrol duty and that he did 
not understand the command was 
an order. 

Mrs. Ondi said she still was 
hopeful, Morris Morganstern, 
Cleveland attorney and secretary 
of the Joint Veterans’ Council of 
Cuyahoga County, read the trial 
transcript and said “the penalty 
was completely out of line” with 
the facts presented. He has ap- 
pealed to Congressman Michael A. 
Feighan (Dem.), Cleveland to 
study the case. 

“You musn’t think we're 
ashamed of Daddy,” Barbara said. 
“We're proud. We know he 
couldn’t do anything wrong, Sonny 
(her brother) doesn’t understand 
about this, but when he gets older 
he'll think just as I do.” 

And last night Barbara took a 
blue-starred flag from beside her 
father’s pictures in the living 
room—and put it in the front 
window. 


ARMY TRIALS FOR CIVILIANS 
IN HAWAII RULED ILLEGAL 


Supreme Court Decision Based on 
Appeals by Two Given 
Prison Terms. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today ruled 
that military courts’ established 
under martial law in Hawaii after 
the Pearl Harbor attack lacked 

authority to try civilians, 

The court ruled on appeals by 
two civilians sentenced to prison 
terms. It held that both are en- 
titled to be released. 

One was_a shipfitter employed 
at the. Pearl Harbor navy yard. 
He was accused of assaulting two 
Marine sentries, The other, a 
Honolulu stock broker, was ac- 
cused of embezzling funds of a 
customer in violation of a 1935 
law of the territory. 

Justice Black delivered’ the 
court’s 6-to-2 decision.’ Justice 
Burton wrote a dissent in which 
Justice Frankfurter concurred. 
Chief Justice Stone wrote a con- 
curring opinion, Justice Jackson 
took no part.

Resumed Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
Hearings on President Truman's 
nomination of Edwin W. Pauley, 
California oil man, for Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy, are scheduled 
to be resumed tomorrow by the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee. 

There was little change in the 
situation in the Senate over the 
weekend, but Pauley’s friends 
said they thought he could be con- 
firmed. Administration ‘ieutenants 
who had made a check of possible 
Senate votes, however, said they 
thought that, as of today, at least 
10 Democrats would vote “no.” 
With at least 35 Republicans ex- 
pected to oppose him, that ap- 
peared to indicate rejection. 

The Washington Post said: “An 
unofficial count of the Senate 
showed that half the membership 
—37 Republicans and 11 Demo- 
crats — were tentatively lined up 
against Pauley’s nomination.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP)—

Rivaling this development in 
importance was an Official an- 
nouncement indicating that Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s gov- 
ernment has no intention of sac- 
rificing Chinese sovereignty over 
|Manchuria. 
| In the first official exposition of 
‘China's Manchurian policy, it was 
‘announced that Chiang had in- 
‘structed his headquarters in Man- 
‘churia to base negotiations with 
‘Russia on these three principles: 

1. They must be in accord 
with Chinese law. 

2. The Chinese-Russian treaty 
of last August must be re- 
spected., 

3. There must be no conflict 
with international treaties to 


which China is a signatory. 

(Russia has been unofficially re- 
ported making new demands for 
concessions in Manchuria which 
go far beyond the terms of the 
Chinese-Russian treaty. On the 
basis of the Chinese statement, 
such demands would be rejected.) 

The army merger agreement pro- 
vides for reduction of Government 
forces to 50 divisions and Com- 
munist troops to 10 divisions with- 
in 18 months. 

The Chinese-American head- 
quarters at Peiping, which is im- 
plementing the truce in China’s 
civil strife, is charged with super- 
vising terms of the reorganization. 

Signing the document were Gen, 
Chang Chih-chung, for the Gov- 
ernment, and Gen, Chou En-lai, 
Communist representative. 

“This agreement represents the 
hope of China,” Gen. Marshall as- 
serted after the signing. “I can 
only hope that its pages will not 
be soiled by small groups of’ ir- 
reconcilables, who for a _ selfish

Sharpest Market Relapse 
Since Oct, 18, 1937, Re- 


$1 to $13 a Share, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (AP) — 
Relatively heavy post-holiday sell- 
ing today touched off the sharp- 
est stock market relapse since 
Oct. 18, 1937, with leading steels, 
motors, rails, liquors, utilities 
and assorted industrialists tum- 
bling $1 to $13 or more a share. 

Brokers attributed liquidation 
partly to renewed pessimism over 
strikes and their repercussions on 
corporate earnings in addition to 
skepticism regarding the work- 
ability of the Government's wage- 
price formula in the adjustment 
of labor and business difficulties. 

The Associated Press 60-stock 
average was off 3.4 points at 72.5. 

It was the second broadest mar- 
ket on record, 1056 issues register- 
ing against the peak of 1061 on 
| Nov. 7, last year. Of these, 929 
fell, 73 rose and 54 were un- 
changed, 

While scattered recoveries ap- 
peared at the close, numerous 
pivotals finished at the lowest 
levels of the session. Dealings 
were fast at intervals and trans- 
fers for the full proceedings were 
2,390,000 shares and were largest 
since Jan, 29. 

The extreme “thinness” of the 
market, with margins eliminated 
and only cash transactions per- 
mitted, brought spreads of several 
points between sales of high- 
quoted issues, 

Railway bonds were in supply 
and commodities generally lower.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 25 (AP)— 
The CIO declared today it is “un- 
willing to commit itself” to the 


presidential executive order re- 
quiring wage increases to be ap- 
proved by the Wage Stabilization 
Board, 

“The CIO is unwilling to com- 
mit itself to a recurrence of war- 
time delays in the process of wage 
increasing and in the policing of 
meaningless distinctions.” Philip 
Murray, CIO president, said in a 
letter to Economic Stabilization 
Director Chester Bowles after an 
all-day meeting with union lead- 
ers, 

Murray would not say what the 
C1O’s future action would be if 
the executive order is not amend- 
ed. 

He said the letter to Bowles 
would be presented to the Wage 
Stabilization Board ag a resolution 
and he expressed the opinion that 
the board could bring about the 
change by a liberal interpretation 
of the presidential order. 

Amendment of the order itself 
would not be necessary, he said. 

The letter urged Bowles to “re- 
move all handicaps to the func- 
tioning of collective bargaining by 
removing the necessity for sub- 
jecting wage settlements between 
employers and labor organizations 
to approval of the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board.” 

“Having eliminated government 
intervention from the _ disputes 
phase of labor relations, it would 
be catastrophic to reintroduce it 
on the level of wage settlements,” 
Murray wrote. “To do so would 
mean not only to abandon A

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—The 
charge was made today before the 
Kilgore committee of the Senate, 
which has been investigating Ger- 
many’s resources for war, that 
American Military Government 
administrators have sabotaged the 
Potsdam program for contro] of 
Germany. 

The witness was Russell A. 


Nixon, who resigned last month as 
acting director of the division of 
investigation of cartels and ex- 
ternal assets. 

Nixon, a former economics in- 
structor at Harvard University, 
was before the war the Washing- 
ton representative of the CIO 
United Electrical Workers, a post 
to which he has now returned. 
He charged that in four major 
respects the program for control 
of Germany was failing. He as- 
serted: 

That the United States, Brit- 
ain and France are attempting 
to exclude Russia from the 
search for German assets in 
neutral countries in order to 
eonceal their own collaboration 
with -“fascist and reactionary” 
elements in those countries, 

That IL.G. Farben, thé 
trust which was “the outstan 
ing industrial unit of German 
aggression,” is not being broken 
up, but is being permitted to go 
back into production. 

That German cartels are not 
being destroyed and that there 
is still no law of military gov- 
ernment for dealing with these 
concentrations of economic 
power. 

That the de-Nazification pol- 
icy has not been pressed vig- 
orously. 

Reich Assets Abr. ad. 

On the subject of seizure of Ger- 
man assets abroad, Nixon charged 
that the State Department, to 
gether with the British and 
French foreign offices, had 
“maneuvered” to split the four- 
power German External Property 
Commission into eastern and west- 
ern units, with the Russians ex- 
cluded from the western unit, ex- 
cept as observers, and the other 
three powers excluded from the 
eastern unit, except as observers. 

We have failed, he said, to im- 
plement vigorously t'e action 
which vested title to all German 
external assets in that commis- 

sion, but have approached neutral 
powers in an ineffective “would 
you be so kind” manner instead 
of backing up our demands with 
the threat of economic sanctions. 

“IT charge elements in _ the 
United States, British, and French 
foreign offices,” he said, “with 
consciously maneuvering to pre- 
vent all four powers from being 
involved in the search for exter- 
nal assets in the neutral countries 
because that would lay bare the 
fascist or reactionary regimes in 
countries such as Spain, Portugal, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Argen- 
tina, and would reveal all the ele- 
ments of collaboration of certain 
interests in the Allied countries 
with these regimes. 

“Such genuine quadripartite ace 
tion would completely upset the 
applecart for plans of compromise 
regarding Germany's external as- 
sets in the interest of trade and 
commercial advantages and in the 
interest of avoiding ‘too radical’ 
regimes in the future.” 

Nixon has estimated the value of 
German assets abroad at five bil- 
lion dollars. 

Farben Factories. 

Nixon attributed to the work of 
the Kilgore committee what prog- 
ress has been made in eliminating 
Farben plants, but it was only 
last month, he pointed out, that 
Brig. Gen. William H. Draper an- 
nounced the destruction of two, 
the dismantling of 12, and the 
availability of seven Farben plants 
for reparations. 

“Even if present plans are exe- 
cuted,” he said, “the total num- 
ber of Farben plants affected 
would hardly extend beyond the 
Reich-owned plants built exclu- 
sively for war production in World 
War II, 

“The main responsibility now is 
to see that Gen. (Lucius D.) Clay’s 
and Gen. Draper's expressions of 
intent are carried out.

prosperity: 


I. Make employers and unions equal in re- 
sponsibility under the law. 


2. Let Congress set the rules for genuine 
collective bargaining, free from coercion and 
violence, and then let government enforce 


these rules with strict impartiality. 


3. Provide safeguards for the public against 
strikes or boycotts arising from disputes be- 


tween unions. 


4. Insure against strikes until all orderly 
procedures for settling disputes have been 
exhausted. 


Your representatives in Congress have the 
power to establish this pattern for an endur- 
ing and fair labor peace. Let them know how 
you feel about it. Urge them to act promptly 


on legislation to include these four points. 


Time alone won't bring industrial peace. 
Doing nothing won’t bring it. Positive action 
is the only way. For your own sake and for 


the future of our country, let your voice 


be heard.

Conjecture on Trial’s End. 
Judging by his past impatience 

with the extraneous evidence 
when the prosecution offered it, 
Lord Justice Sir Geoffrey Law- 
rence, president of the interna- 
tional military tribunal, is not 
likely to tolerate irrelevant details 
on the part of the defense either. 
This may speed up the proceed- 
ings considerably. It is sheer con- 
jecture, but persons following the 
case closely are now guessing that 
#t might be finished before the 
end of May.

Rudolf Dix, attorney for Dr. Hjal- 
mar Schacht, and Dr. Fritz Sauter, 
representing Von Ribbentrop, Bal- 
dur von Schirach and Dr. Walther 
Funk. 

Dix, a tall, handsome, 
haired man, is one of the 
known attorneys in the Reich. He 
Was once a Nazi but was dis- 
missed after he defended Jews 
and Communists. Stahmer is 
small and studious and parts his 
hair meticulously in the middle.

TRUMAN PLEDGES JUSTICE 
FOR DEATH OF 5,700,000 
JEWS UNDER HITLERISM 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP) 

RESIDENT TRUMAN said 
P today that the crime by 

which 5,700,000 Jews per- 
ished under Hitler “will be an- 
answered in justice.” His state- 
ment, made to a delegation 
from the United Jewish Appeal, 
follows: 

“In the trial of war criminals 
at Nuernberg the fact has been 
established that 5,700,000 Jews 
perished under the murderous 
reign of Hitlerism. That crime 
will be answered in justice. 

“There are left in Europe 
1,500,000 Jews, men, women and 
children, whom the ordeal has 
left homeless, hungry, sick and 
without assistance. These too 
are victims of the crime for 
which retribution will be vis- 
ited upon the guilty. But 
neither the dictates of justice 
nor that love of our fellowman 
which we are bidden to prac- 
tice will be satisfied until the 
needs of these sufferers are 
met.”

This 
figure is exclusive of divestments 
already effected. Similarly, the 
SEC had issued during the year 
46 orders for simplification and 
there were 47 such proceedings 
pending. 

During the year, the commis- 
sion instituted seven new proceed- 
ings for compliance with the 
holding company act, Up to June 
30, 146 plans had been filed with 
the SEC, with 56 approved.

Last week, steel workers returned to their blast furnaces, open 
hearths, and rolling mills, OPA officials worked into the night draft- 
ing regulations to put the new wage-price formula into effect. 


But stocksslike U. S. Steel, 
Chrysler, Allied Chemical & Dye, 
Union Pacific and Union Carbide 
dropped from 7 to 14 points in 
three days. The Standard & 
Poor’s average for 90 stocks sur- 
rendered 10 points; Dow-Jones in- 
dustrials, 12, Here was a paradox 
indeed. The steel strike ends, the 
Signal for renewed reconversion 
is given, yet the market takes a 
header. 

Wanted: Confirmation, 

For’ scientific stock market 
operators, it was a serious set- 
back. During the 1945-1946 up- 
swing, three major stock market 
averages have give. the signal for 
a long-term bull market. The 
Dow-Jones 65 stocks, the New 
York Times 50 stocks, and the 
Associated Press 60 stocks have 
all pushed through their 1937 
peaks, 

But Standard & Poor’s 90 stocks 
have not. They almost got up 
there. On Saturday, February 16, 
the 90 stocks hit 148.7, less than 
a point short of the 1937 high. 
But on Monday they backed away 
and today are about nine points 
under the signal Wall St. tech- 
nicians have been looking for. 

The Bowles Market. 

Brokers called it the “Chester 


Bowles market,” on the theory 


that profits are going to get worse 
before they get better The theory 
is based on OPA’s yardstick for 
profit margins—the years 1936 
through 1939. . 

During those years, total cor- 
poration e.rnings averaged $3,- 
400,000,000. To be sure, as any 
professional OPA-er will point 
out, that is far above the $723.,- 
000,000 average annual deficit 
from 1930 througk 1934. How- 
ever, business men, like the 
labor leaders before them, are 
unwilling to accept prewar 
“takehome” for their stockhold- 
ers. Their plans and hopes are 
based on the 1943-1945 profit 
average of about nine and a 
half billion dolars, not on a 60 
per cent cutback. 

Individual companies bring out 
the point. From 1943 through 
1945, United States Steel earned 
an average of $60,000,000 a year; 
1936-39, only $45,000,000. Union Pa- 
cific 1943-45 earnings averaged 
$40,000,000 and 1936-39, less than 
half at $19,000,000. Exception to 
the rule: American Can: $13,400,- 
000 versus $16,800,000. 

If OPA holds rigidly to that 
'36-39 formula, the danger is that 
reconversion will be stalled anew 
by strikes, because:

Is the American Legion the U. S. Rip 
Van Winkle of World War II? 

Can it really be possible that after 
nearly four years of costly war with 
the Fascist powers, the Legion and its 
leaders have learned nothing since the 
days when Mussolini was invited to at- 
tend national conventions? 

What other conclusion can be drawn 
from the UP report that National Com- 
mander John H. Stelle has personally 
presented William Randolph Hearst with 
the Legion’s highest award—the Distin- 
guished Service Medal—for being “an 
outstanding American”? 

Millions,of people around the world 
know exactly what William Randoph 
Hearst and his publications stand for. 
In 1934 Hearst visited Germany, con- 
ferred with several leading Nazis, had 
his picture taken with Alfred Rosen- 
berg, Dr. Karl Bomer, chief of the Nazi 
Foreign Political Bureau press division, 
and others. Following his visit, the 
Hearst papers featured signed articles 
by Rosenberg, Goering and Goebbels. 

Recently at the international war 
criminal trial, the world was reminded 
of Hearst’s former acquaintance and 
business relationship with top Nazi lead- 
ers. According to a report from Nuern- 
berg, a document written before 1939 by 
Rosenberg was intoduced into the trial 
records. “One paragraph that was read 
into the record,” reported the New York 
Herald Tribune, “told how Rosenberg 
was praised by William Randolph Hearst 
for articles written by the Nazi leader 
for the Hearst syndicate.” 

Long before the war criminal trials, 
when the Hearst papers were sponsor- 
ing a Red scare in American schools, His- 
torian Charles A. Beard publicly told 
our teachers that no American with in- 
tellectual honesty would “touch William 
Randoph Hearst with a 10-foot pole.” 
The American Legion, however, presents 
Hearst with its Distinguished Service 
Medal. 

Until Legion posts and members alike 
wake up and prevent such spectacles as 
the awarding of “distinguished service” 
medals to men like Hearst, then many 
GIs, including the seven signers of this 
letter, because of belief in the ideals for 
which this war was fought, will be com- 
pelled to refrain from joining the Amer- 
ican Legion.

For War on St. Louis Rats 


The rat menace has become Intolerable. St. 
JLouisans are aroused and angry, but so far the 
city authorities have only dallied with this 
threatening problem, Meanwhile, St. Louis has 
become a hospitable residence for perhaps a 
million of these vicious killers, spreaders of 
disease, destroyers of property and total enemies 
of man, 

Yesterday’s Post-Dispatch PICTURES section 
showed rats as house guests of the city. What 
can be done to evict them? 

Facts about the danger of‘rats, where they 
live and what can be done about them were 
reported to the Board of Aldermen last June 1 
by an aldermanic committee headed by Vernon 
Riehl. Eight months have passed. Rats still re- 
side with us. 

Why are rats a menace? They attack people, 
both directly and subtly. Authorities believe 
that rats may have caused more deaths than 
all the wars in history. Rats help to spread 
typhus fever, bubonic plague, rat-bite fever, 
tularemia, rabies, trichinosis and other diseases. 
They destroy at least $200,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty in this country every year. 


Attacks on Human Beings 


What have rats done in St. Louis? Two years 
ago, rat bites killed 4-month-old Edwina. Nix. 
According to State Social Security workers, here 
are a few things rats have done in the homes of 
this city: 

A rat crawled into a crib and bit a tiny 
infant on the scalp. 

The ankle of a helpless 79-year-old woman 
was covered with punctured wounds filled 
with pus. 

Two children were bitten on their legs 
and arms, and a third became so hysterical 
that he required hospital treatment. 

_ A mother had to burn lights all night to 
frighten the rats, 

A house was found infested with lice from 
rats. 

An elderly woman was covered with the 
sores of rat bites. 

A housewife had to hang all clothes from 
the ceiling to protect them from gnawing 
rats, and was afraid to leave her children 
alone while she hung out the washing. 


Are these exceptional cases, occurring only in 
slums? Not entirely. Some occurred in good 
neighborhoods, Rats are all around us, and 
around all of us. 

Our rodent population is most concentrated 
in the center of the city, from Kingshighway 
to the river, but rats have invaded the suburbs 
in force, Rat burrows are most numerous along 
our 430 miles of. alleys, where living is conven- 
ient for rodents because of trash heaps, over- 
flowing garbage cans, incinerators, waste and 
litter, dirty premises of markets and restaurants, 
old buildings and sheds and unkempt lots. 


The Riehl committee has stated an unpleasant 
fact: “St. Louis is a poor housekeeper.” The 
city “leads a Jekyll and Hyde existence.” Our 
front yards may be fair, but our back yards 
often are filthy. 

For years, the authorities have toyed with the 
rodent problem, For years, this newspaper has 
received letters from citizens alarmed about the 
danger of rats and irate because so little had 
been done about them 

In 1940, an appropriation bill for an anti-rat 
campaign died in the Board of Aldermen. In 
1942, a campaign finally got under way, one 
market man was fined for failure to provide a 
proper garbage receptacle, and eventually a third 
of the city was dusted with rat poison, but the 
campaign died away. Last year, the Mayor 
named a Citizens’ Committee on Rat Control, 
and the municipal Rat Control Service got 
$28,000 for a winter rat-control program. 


A Weak, Piecemeal Approach 


Some work has been done, some rats have 
been killed, but many more have been born, 
and the net result is nothing. Rats are living 
with us. 

What is the matter with St. Louis? The 
answer is partly apathy in city officialdom, and 
partly misunderstanding of the rat problem. The 
city’s attempt to solve the problem has been 
weak and piecemeal. It is a case of shared re- 
sponsibilities become irresponsibility. 

The present Rat Control Service is fairly help- 
less. It lacks powers of enforcement, and has 
little to enforce. If it notices improper garbage 
cans, it has to call on the police for correction, 
and the police are busy. If it sees a fire danger 
because of rats, it must call on the Department 
of Safety. If it finds a threat of plague, it must 
seek help from other agencies in the Depart- 
ment of Welfare. If it wants to clean up ash- 
pits or litters of trash, it must go to the: Depart- 
ment of Streets and Sewers. If it sees a build- 
ing riddled with rat holes, it cannot enforce the 
building code. 

The result is a rat race. The Rat Control 
Service is restricted to attempts at rat exter- 


mination by poisoning. Any expert on rodent 
control knows that is not enough. We cannot 
kill rats as fast as our rubbish heaps and broken- 
down buildings feed and breed them. 

What must be done? The Riehl committee 
report, which the authorities have ignored, sup- 
plies the answers: 

(1) St. Louis needs municipal trash col- 
lection. 
(2) St. Louis needs specific ordinances for 


rat control, with a single agency to enforce 
the ordinances. 


Ashpits and trash dumps are rat restaurants 
and rat hotels. St. Louis is one of the few major 
cities to permit such refuse piles. It also is one 
of the few cities which does not have municipal 
trash collection. A bill to remedy this was of- 
fered to the Board of Aldermen. But since it 
would. have required a $750,000 expenditure for 
ash and trash-hauling, the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment is not favorable. 


A Plan for Trash Collection 


There is a better way to pay for trash service. 
First, there should be a bond issue to pay the 
fixed costs. Then, as the Riehl committee sug- 
gests, there could be a yearly fee, just as there 
is an annual charge for our water supply. St. 
Louisans already have to pay private haulers 
to move trash, and the charges often are ex- 
cessive. If the city required $5 a year for the 
same service, it probably would be ample. It 
undoubtedly would save most householders 
money. 

St. Louis must have a municipal agency to 
clean up trash. It will be expensive, but it is 
required for cleanliness and human decency, and 
it would provide half the victory in our war on 
rats. 

The remainder of the battle must be fought 
on a different front. The weapons required 
are specific anti-rodent laws and an agency to 
enforce them. Last June, Alderman Riehl pro- 
posed three ordinances to give St. Louis both 
the necessary laws and the enforcement agency. 
His proposal is based on a model ordinance 
drawn by experts of the Federal Rodent Con- 
trol Division. 

The Riehl bills would prescribe use of rat- 
proof garbage containers, removal of rubbish 
piles, proper storage to eliminate rat harbors, 
rat-proofing of buildings and blocking of all 
rat holes and burrows. Enforcement of these 
measures would lie solely with a Division of 
Rodent Control, headed by a city commissioner. 
He would be empowered to hold hearings, issue 
corrective orders, bring civil suits or cause im- 
position of fines. Failure to obey would be a 
misdemeanor. 

In addition, the Division of Rodent Control 
would continue the work of rat poisoning and 
would survey rodent conditions. The division 
would seek the co-operation of citizens through 
an educational campaign. It would be provided 
with an initial sum of $50,000 to do its work. 
That is little more than the Rat Control Service 
had this winter, and not much less than anti- 
smoke control is costing us. It is cheap at the 
price. 

Possibly Mr. Riehl’s. bills deserve some 
amending to meet local requirements, But they 
do not deserve thé eight months of silent treat- 
ment which they have received so far. 


Rats Flourish on Civie Apathy 


Until St. Louis has municipal trash collection, 
until it invokes specific ordinances against rats, 
until it creates a single authority to enforce 
these ordinances, St. Louis will have thousands 
of rats. No one will do much about them be- 
cause no one else will be doing much about 
them. Rats live on apathy, and apathy is not 
the spirit of this city. We proved that in the 
smoke elimination campaign. 

The parallel between what St. Louis did about 
smoke and what St. Louis can do about rats 
is simple. As long as we merely talked about 
smoke, or appointed committees on smoke, or 
permitted divided responsibility as to smoke, we 
had to endure smoke, St. Louis got rid of 
smoke by passing a strong law and establishing 
an agency with power to enforce the law. 

We can get rid of rats the same way. Just as 
St. Louis’s civic spirit rose above the clouds of 
soot, it can overcome this other menace to 
public health and safety. But as long as this 
city remains hospitable to rats, they will bite 
children, destroy property, spread filth and 
threaten health. 

The facts are available, the problem is clear 
and a solution is ready. What the people ex- 
pect now from the Mayor, the Board of Alder- 
men and the heads of city departments is per- 
formance. Partial measures are defeatism. 
What we have done so far to get rid of this evil 
is a fairy tale. 

No Pied Piper will charm away the rats. 
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A New Veterans’ Director 

Providing an administrator who at least be- 
lieves in doing the job is the task of the board 
of directors of the Veterans’ Service Center to- 
day. Arthur A, Poss, the, resigned director, 
didn’t believe in the idea of a veterans’ one-stop 
service center; as his successqr, the board should 
select someone who believes in it fervently 
enough to make it work. 
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Five Bankers Against Vardaman 

If five respected appellate court Judges ob- 
jected to the appointment of an inexperienced 
Justice of the Peace to the United States Su- 
preme Court, surely their testimony would be 
eagerly sought and would have considerable in- 
fluence with the Senate committee concerned. 

A parallel situation exists with regard to the 
appointment of James K. Vardaman to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. Five of St. Louis’s leading 
bankers have notified the Senate Banking sub- 
committee that they do not consider him quali- 
fied for this important post. It is reported that 
a majority of the subcommittee still favors Var- 
daman, but surely the statements of these in- 
formed witnesses should have enough weight to 
turn the scales against confirmation. 

Since the five bankers have overcome their 
disinclination to go on public record, at the risk 


of embarrassment later, the subcommittee should 
accept their testimony as of decisive value in 
reaching a decision.

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Collins vs. Bilbo 


Between Senator Theodore Bilbo of Mississip- 
pi and his opponent for re-election, former Rep- 
resentative Ross Collins, there is not the dif- 
ference between black and white for the voters’ 
choice. But there is the difference between 
black and—under the circumstances—a fairly 
attractive shade of gray. 

Mr. Collins performed distinguished service, 
when he was in Congress, in pleading for mod- 
ernization of the Army. In other respects his 
record was undistinguished, and he reflected lo- 
cal prejudices as accurately as does Mr. Bilbo. 
The major difference is that while Mr. Collins 
has performed one fine service in Congress, Mr. 
Bilbo has never done anything worthwhile. On 
the contrary, he has stood for the worst in Amer- 
ican life. 

The rest of the United States, which is either 
served or disserved by Mississippi’s choices for 
Congress, can hope that eventually the electo- 
rate of that State will send to the nation’s high- 
est councils a man abler than Mr. Collins. Mean- 
while, they will have to be content if they do not 
send anyone as sinister as Mr. Bilbo.

A Letter to the Editor, Reprinted From the Post-Dispatch of Dec. 3, 1941 


St. Louis is riddled with rats. Most cities 
are riddled with rats—with the perfectly 
preventable menace of creatures which 
carry “bubonic plague, typhus fever, trichi- 
nella spiralis, rat-bite fever, infectious jaun- 
dice, possibly trench fever, probably foot- 
and-mouth disease and a form of equine 
influenza” (Zinsser, “Rats, Lice and His- 
tory’), whose destructiveness is almost un- 
limited, and which are so prolific that one 
pair of rats can produce in five years 940 
billion descendants. 


Not a good word can be said for the rat. 
According to Dr, Zinsser: “It can live any- 
where and eat anything. It burrows for 
itself when it has to, but when it can, it 
takes over the habitations of other animals 
and kills them and their young. It climbs 
and it swims.” 


A Record of Destruction 


Zinsser quotes estimates of the destruc- 
tiveness of rats made by the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 


“Rats destroy grain, corn, poultry, birds, 
young plants, eggs and merchandise of all 
sorts. They cause enormous damage to 
buildings by gnawing wood, pipes, walls 
and foundations. Hagenbeck had to kill 
three elephants because the rats had 
gnawed their feet. 


“Rats have gnawed holes in dams and 
started floods; they have started fires by 
gnawing matches; they have bitten holes 
in mail sacks and eaten the mail; they have 
actually caused famines in India by whole- 
sale crop destruction in scant years. They 
have nibbled at the ears and noses of in- 
fants in their cribs; starving rats once de- 
vouréed a man who entered a disused coal 
mine,” 


Four or five times a year, rats bear five 
to 10 young. These in turn are able to breed 
at the age of six months, the period of ges- 
tation being about 20 days. 


If preventable, as stated above, why don't 
we rid ourselves of this menace, and save 
our lives, our property and our self-respect? 


Like 


Why? Because few of us are aware of 
the unseen population of rats, greater in 
number than men, doing their damage like 
thieves in the dark, and getting away with 
flood, fire, pestilence and famine. We have 
known, perhaps, that there were a few rats 
in our neighborhood, but most of us have 
not realized that this pest was practically 
universal. 


Thieves in the Dark 


Rats are not indigenous to America, The 
first ones came about 1775, and spread from 
Maine to California, from Panama to Alas- 
ka. Recently the New York Times printed 
a letter complaining about the great num- 
ber of rats in Central Park, where children 
play, dn the ground that the Department of 
Health had reported cases of bubonic plague 
in the Rocky Mountain region. 


Yet they can be controlled, even extermi- 
nated. A very determined rat campaign on 
the part of the public could rid this city, 
or any city, of the rat menace, 


Zinsser tells of a rat campaign outside of 
Paris, in which more than 2000 rats were 
killed in one night, trapped in a slaughter- 
house, and 16,000 in the course of the month. 
In India, there was a rat plague in certain 


districts; a large part of the crops had been 
destroyed by rats. Rewards offered for rat 
destruction led to the killing of 12,000,000 
rats in that district. This shows what can 
be done, 


It is principally garbage and junk piles 
that attract the rats. Whoever leaves un- 
covered garbage or refuse of any sort 
where rats can get at it invites them to a 
feast. Whoever has outdoor wood piles, 
compost piles or rubbish piles provides 
them with most excellent breeding places. 
In summer, rats prefer rubbish heaps; in 
winter, they take to the buildings. 


Advice on Eliminating Pest 


The Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1302 of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
says: 

“To eliminate food and hiding places en- 
tirely is to eliminate rats. The most im- 
portant means of eliminating these are: 
(1) To store foodstuffs in rat-proof con- 
tainers; (2) to dispose of waste and gar- 
bage in tightly covered vessels, and (3) to 
prevent the accumulation of trash, refuse 
and similar material. Not only does lack 
of food and shelter reduce the breeding 
rate of rats, but increased hunger renders 
poisoning and trapping more effective.” 


He added: “Be gure that there are no 
openings leading to your house, shed or 
garage. Screen your basement windows. 
See that cellar doors are closed.” 


Though the damage caused by rats is bad 
enough, let us not forget (quoting Zinsser 
again) “that the rat’s most potent weapon 
against mankind has been its perpetual 
maintenance of the infectious agents of 
plague and typhus fever... . Not everyone 
realizes that typhus has at least as just a 
claim that it won the war as any of the 


contending nations.”

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THE BOURBON SCHEME

You can’t blame Don Juan the Bourbon 
because he keeps on trying to become King 
of Spain. tut the Western democracies 
will have failed the Spanish people if he 
gets away with it. 

Latest reports are that Franco and Don 
Juan have agreed upon a complete transfer 
of power from the former to -the latter, 
by stages, and that the scheme is being 
speeded in the hope of getting it well un- 
der way before the Allies break with 
Franco, or Spanish Republicans are nearer 
a comeback, 

America, Britain and France already 
have agreed on a French proposal for a 
conference to consider breaking with 
Franco, Their obvious move, in the face 
of Franco-Bourbon maneuvering, is to con- 
fer immediately and make the break. 

Allied recognition of the pretender would 
be preposterous on two grounds: First, the 
effort to have him supplant Franco is an 
effort to save ‘Spain for reaction with a 
new facade, Second, if Don Juan comes 
to power, it will be as heir of the regime 
foisted on the Spanish people by the Axis. 
America, Britain and France should break 
with Franco and point to speedy recogni- 
tion of the most representative provisional 
governing authority which Spanish Repub- 
licans can achieve pending free elections. 


A Fine Book on Education 
Based on Needs of Student 


“The Educational Process,” by Luther P. Eisenhart. 
(Princeton University Press, Princeton, N. J.) 
This little book of less than a hundred 

pages gives the philosophy and history be- 
hind the evolution of the university curricue 
lum, with comments and suggestions on 
the secondary school and the graduate 
school. 

The author, former Dean of the College, 
and now Dean of the Graduate School 
at Princeton, does not lose his readers in 
a maze of technical terminology, but lucid- 
ly describes the process, explains why it is 
as it is and adds his own very worthwhile 
comments, 

Eisenhart is neither a conservative nor 
a radical liberal. He steers a midway 
course which makes one feel that his is 
the same wholesome position which most 
educators approve. He simplifies the whole 
problem by pointing out that the most 
important issue in education is what hap- 
pens to the student. No subject, he holds, 
has a vested interest in the curriculum; 
all should contribute to develop an atti- 
tude of mind. This is more important 
than any specific information the student 
may acquire. 


* * - 

On the conviction that a close relation- 
ship between teacher and student is neces- 
sary to obtain maximum achievement, the 
author approves some lectures, but insists 
on frequent group conferences. Opportuni- 
ty must be offered for independent study. 
Suggested reading courses, in which the 
student selects his own topic for investiga- 
tion, are recommended for the junior and 
senior years. 

The goal of education, Eisenhart says, 
should be to develop in the student the 
ability to study on his own. Lectures are 
of value, for through them the student sees 
how a scholar analyzes, criticizes, interprets 
and passes judgment upon a subject. Thus 
he learns how to approach a subject him- 
self. The examination also has fundamen- 
tal value for the student, for “the assem- 
bling and organization of material to meet 
a test is an ability which in later life one 
is frequently called upon to use.”

JOHN HEMMING FRY DIES: 
NOTED CLASSICAL PAINTER 


GREENWICH, Conn., Feb. 25 
(AP)—John Hemming Fry, noted 
painter of classical themes and 
foe of “modern” art standards, 
died at his home here yesterday. 
He was 85 years old. He was a 
student in St. Louis School of Fine 
Arts from 1880 to 1884, and after 
three years in Paris returned to 
St. Louis to teach in the same in- 
stitution, 1887-92.

Writer of World’s Best Seller, 
Next to Bible—No 
Royalties. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 25 (AP)— 
The Rev. Charles M. Shelden, 
author of the famous religious 
novel “In His Steps,” died last 
night in Stormont Hospital fol- 
lowing a week's illness. He suf- 
fered a cerebral hemorrhage last 
Monday. 


Dr. Sheldon, who was born on 


| Feb. 26, 1857, wrote the world’s 
| best seller, second only to the Bi- 


ble, but because of a faulty copy- 


Tight he could collect no royalties 


The book was published in 1894. 
In the next 40 years, 23,000,000 
copies were _ sold, 8,000,000 in 
the United States and the others 
abroad, It was translated into 16 
languages. Dr. Sheldon once re- 
|vealed that he never received a 
cent from the more than 20 pub 
lishers who issued it. 

Dr. Sheldon wrote his religious 
novels to read, chapter by chapter, 
to his Sunday night church con- 
| gregations after he_had become 
| discouraged because of sparse at- 
_tendances. The first such story 
was “Richard Bruce,” read and 
published in 1891. “In His Steps,” 
which tells about a church group 
pledged to “live as Jesus would,” 
for a year, was read in 1896, 
| All told, Dr. Sheldon was the 
author of more than 30 volumes, 
including an autobiography and 
“An Everyday Bible,” published in 
1924. 
| Dr. Sheldon resigned as pastor 
'of Central Congregational Church 
of Topeka in 1919, leaving a post 
he had held for 31 years. In 1920 
he became :2ditor of the Christian 
‘Herald. He retired after five 
| years, but remained a contributing 
editor, 
| Dr. Sheldon gained nation-wide 
attention in 1900, when he edited 
the Topeka ‘Daily Capital for a 
week as he “believed Jesus would 
-have run it on earth.” In that 
-week Dr. Sheldon barred crime 
news, ignored preparations for the 
Democratic national convention in 
| Kansas City, and suspended the 
regular Sunday edition, publishing 
‘instead a late Saturday afternoon 
edition “suitable for Sunday read- 
ing.”

Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach yesterday announced ap- 
pointment of a labor education 
advisory committee of five repre- 
sentatives each from the AF'L and 
CIO, to help chart a long-term 
course for industrial peace.

Fulton Bracing Itself 
For the Big Day

FULTON, Mo., Feb. 25. 

HE “Kingdom of Callaway” is bracing itself 
T for its biggest day—and set of toughest prob- 

lems—since Jeff Davis came to town in 
1875. As you know, Winston Churchill, former 
4 iil: British Prime Min- 
ister, will speak 
here next March 5, 
and President Tru- 
man will introduce 
him.

FRANC L. McCLUER But Callaway 
County, which earned the appellation of “King- 
dom” by sticking to its Confederate loyalties 
and virtually “seceding” from the unicn during 
the War Betweer the States, is not afraid of 
tough problems, and is confident that somehow 
or other it will meet the exigencies of the 
eifuation. 

The first problem will be transportation. The 
only passenger service into Fulton is provided 
by busses which enter on U.S. 54, the only main 
highway here. This connects seven miles north 
at Kingdom City with U.S, 40, the principal 
east-west artery between St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Fulton once enjoyed passenger train serv- 
ice, but that was discontinued some years ago, 
and its only rail connection now is a freight 
spur to Mexico, Mo.

HOW TO HOUSE the visitors will be the next 
problem. The principal hotel, of 1879 vintage, 
is the Palace, which boasts only 50 rooms, all 
Jong since taken for March 5. To help house 
guests of the college, President Franc L. Mc- 
Cluer has reserved some 200 additional rooms 
in the neighboring cities of Mexico, Columbia and 
Jefferson City, each about 25 miles distant. 

He doesn’t know where the rest of the visitors 
will stay. Neither does Mayor J. Frank Hensley. 
Most residents, it is reported here, have invited 
their own special guests, 

Fulton has a population of about 6500. (The 
last census placed the figure at 8297, but the 
Mayor explained that included inmates at the 
Fulton State Hospital for mental patients.) 

The gymnasium on the shaded, sloping cam- 
pus of Westminster College (enrollment 102) 
normally seats 1000 persons around the basket- 
ball court, but President McCluer figures that 
extra bleachers can be squeezed in to accommo- 
date 3500 for the big day. A public address 
system will be installed to carry the speeches 
to the throngs outside, 
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WESTMINSTER, reputedly the oldest liberal 
arts college for men west of the Mississippi 
River, was founded as Fulton College in 1849, 
and was chartered as Westminster in 1853. It 
is supported by the Presbyterian Synod of Mis- 
souri, and its name should have a familiar ring 
for a Londoner. It is named for the West- 
minster Assembly, the foundation of Presby- 
terianism. 

Back in September, 1875, when Jefferson Davis 
came here, there were similar difficulties to be 
met, but the traffic problem was simpler. Even 
so, thousands of wagons and buggies jammed 
the roads, and dense throngs greeted the former 
President of the Confederacy along the rail 
route from §t. Louis. 

In their enthusiasm, several ladies were so 
carried agyay in the presence of Davis that 
they “embraced and kissed him with genuine 
heartfelt reverence, akin to adoration,” accord- 
ing to an old newspaper account. The Churchill- 
Truman program has no place for such demon- 
atrations, but Nathaniel Townsend reckons “some 
of the girls might give Winnie a buss.” 

Townsend was 10 years old when. Davis 
spoke here, and recalls it as one of the great- 
est days of his life—even greater than the day 
he sang bass with “Teddy” Roosevelt on a Mis- 
fissippi River steamboat, 
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OF COURSE, Callaway County had special 
feeling for the Confederacy, Southern sympa- 
thizers, it is recalled, stole the lead plumbing 
from the State Hospital and used it to make 
bullets for Confederate militia. Later the hos- 
pital was taken over by Union troops for use asa 
barracks, 

There are varying versions as to how the 
county came to be known as the “Kingdow of 
Callaway.” One story has it that this “detached 
zection of the Confederacy” actually seceded 
from the Union and for its bold act won the 
name of kingdom. 

A local historian traces the name to an agree- 
ment, drawn up in the form of a “treaty,” be- 
tween Gen. John B. Henderson, of the Union 
army, and Col. Jefferson F. Jones, representing 
the embattled Southern sympathizers of the 
county. In October, 1861, Gen. Henderson set 
out from Pike county with a sizable force of 
militia to invade Callaway and bring its citizens 
under Union subjection. 
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WHEN COL. JONES heard of this, he assem- 
bled about 350 men and boys and drilled them in 
acamp at Brown’s Spring. On Oct. 27 the story 
goes, he sent an envoy to the enemy at Wells- 
ville, where a “treaty” was signed. The Union 
officer agreed not to try to invade Callaway 
County, and the Confederate officer pledged to 
disband his force. Both kept their word. 

The “Centennial History of Missouri” presents 
still another version. The people of Callaway 
County were so intensely sympathetic to the 
South they insisted on sending one Confederate 
sympathizer after another to Jefferson City, even 
though these men were rejected as often as they 
presented their credentials to the provisional 
State government, Union men in Jefferson City, 
in recognition of their persistence, are said to 
have given the county the name, “Kingdom of 
Callaway.” 

The “Kingdom” has had men in every war for 
the last 120 years. Between wars, agriculture is 
its principal business. It raises corn, fine horses 
and mules. Callaway once was known as the 
mule center of the world, and some of the famed 
Missouri mules raised here were shipped to far 
outposts of the Rritish empire. At one time the

Menus for 


Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


LL signs point to less meat on 
A the American table for the 

next several months. Since 
sharing makes the sharer stronger 
instead of weaker, we should not 
expect our people to start worry- 
ing but, instead, start solving the 
problem so that everyone will be 
happy and all end up better nour- 
ished and in better health. One 
of the best foods to supplement 
our smaller supply of meat is fish. 
Fish is a perfect protein, but that 
does not make all people like it. 
Fish cookery can be improved 
greatly in most homes. Too often 
we have no other inspiration than 
to fry it. If all fish were little 
and had outstanding flavor, that 
method might suffice. But fish 
are all sizes and they have all de- 
grees of bland flavor which make 
them ideal for using in a great va- 
riety of dishes which admit of in- 
teresting seasonings. 

In the following recipe we used 
fresh frozen cod steaks and when 
they were thawed were laid to- 
gether with a delicious dressing, 
then were skewered together so 
they would remain in layer fash- 
ion through the baking period. 
During the baking the fish was 
brushed a few times with butter 
in order to prevent the excessive 
drying out of the fish on the out- 
side and at the same time to pro- 
duce a delightful golden brown 
color which added tremendously to 
the eye and palate appeal. We 
might have brushed the fish with 
cream or sprinkled a little grated 
cheese over it the last hour-hour 
of baking and would have obtained 
the same tempting color. A whole 
fish could be stuffed with this 
same dressing and treated in the 
same way to obtain the brown and 
you would turn out an even more 
meritorious product. Try your fish 
by the following method in your 
searching out the ways to cook it 
so as to please your family most. 


Baked Stuffed Fish Steaks. 


One table spoon chopped celery, 
one tablespoon chopped onion, one 
tablespoon butter or margarine, 
two and a half cups bread cubes, 
three fourths teaspoon salt, gen- 
erous dash pepper, one half tea- 
spoon dill seed, one tablespoon 
chopped parsley, one third cup 
milk, one egg, well beaten; two 
fish steaks (one and one half 
pounds), lemon slices. 

Saute celery and onion in mar- 
garine for: five minutes and add 
to the next five ingredients. Com- 
bine milk and egg and gradually 
pour over bread mixture, tossing 
to mix well. Spread stuffing be- 
tween the two fish steaks, place 
on a greased baking sheet and 
brush with butter. Bake in a 
modern oven (375 degrees F.) for 
about 30 minutes. Garnish with 
lemon slices and serve immedi- 
ately. Four servings.

Breakfast — Pineapple juice, 
scrambled eggs, bacon curls, 
whole wheat toast.

Blend together one cup 
sugar, two tablespoons flour, one 
fourth teaspoon salt and one 
fourth teaspoon cinnanmon. Add 
one pound rhubarb cut in inch 
pieces (about 3 cupfuls) and one 
cup raisins and toss together. 

urn mixture into pastry lined 
pie pan. Top with a lattice crust. 
Bake for 20 minutes at 425 de- 
grees F. Reduce heat to 350 de- 
grees F. and bake 25 additional 
minutes. Six servings. 


Honey Drops 


One-third cup shortening, one- 
half cup honey, 1 egg unbeaten, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla, 1 and 
one-fourth cups all-purpose flour, 
sifted; one-half teaspoon = soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
cup nuts chopped, one package 
(7 oz.) chocolate bits. 

Cream shortening and honey 
together, Add unbeaten egg and 
vanilla and beat until light and 
fluffy. Mix and sift flour, soda 
and salt. Add to first mixture. 
Stir in nuts and chocolate bits. 
Drop from teaspoon on greased 
cookie sheet. Bake in moderately 
hot oven (375 degrees F.) 10-12 
minutes. Makes 4 dozen cookies. 


Common-Sense Medicine 


HE earlier cancer is diagnosed, 
7 the more likely a cure is made 

possible. This is an elemental 
and important fact. Moderately 
advanced cancer is problematical 
as to the permanent cure and 
well advanced cancer offers pal- 
liative measures only, except in 
rare instances. Surgery, radium 
and X-ray offer the best chance 
either alone or in combination. I 
have great hopes in atomic en- 
ergy being the answer in the fu- 
ture to cancer cure. Intensive 
study of the many phases of 
atomic energy are being under- 
taken in various universities and 
I have no doubt considerable at- 
tention will be directed toward its 
effect on cancer cells. 


In the meantime we must edu- 
cate the public to the importance 
of seeking early substantial medi- 
cal advice in any lesion about the 
body giving evidence of possible 
cancer. This is essential in order 
to get a biopsy specimen (tissue 
for pathological study) in order 
intelligently to classify the cancer 
and give proper treatment, 


The most important thing for 
the layman to understand is early 
biopsy study from the growth, 


This must be done before remedies 
are applied or treatment directed 
toward elimination of the symp- 
toms as it is faultless in its diag- 
nostic significance. Many weeks 
and months of suffering can be 
eliminated by this very simple but 
extremely important procedure. If 
I can impress this on my readers 
I will be repaid for my feeble ef- 
forts to help the cancer victim. 
There is nothing more shocking or 
disturbing than to see a well- 
advanced case of cancer. In many 
instances the delay in seeking 
proper advice is cruel and heart 
rendering. To sec an elderly per- 
son with advanced cancer, let us 
say of the bladder, suffer the pain 
with associated toxemia and 
uremia, is pathetic. In many 
cases early diagnosis and care 
might have effected a cure and 
saved the patient and family long 
enduring pain and agony. 

Just remember this plea from 
one who has seen the penalty from 
neglect in all types of cases. Seek 
early, substantial medical advice 
on any persistent bleeding or ul- 
cerative lesion or growth, regard- 
less of where it is located.

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My Day

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HYDE PARK, Sunday. 

UDGING from some of the 
Jsantastit misconceptions that I 

am getting in my mail, it seems 
to me that some of our people are 
not approaching the aftermath of 
war with great common =§ sense. 
For one thing, I should like to 
make it entirely clear that I never 
said the children of Germany were 
“chubby.” No one in Asia or war- 
torn Europe is chubby. I did say 
that while there was hunger in 
Germany, as yet there was no 
atarvation. 

The thing one dreads in war- 
torn countries is epidemics. These 
are more apt to occur where the 
people have been on low and un- 
desirable diets for a long time and, 
therefore, have had their resist- 
ance undermined, That is the 
case in Europe wherever Germany 
was the conqueror in the early 
days of the war and was able to 
syphon off the available food inta 
Germany, leaving the conquered 
nations a far lower minimum of 
calories than Germany herself is 
being allowed today. 

Fifteen hundred calories is not 
enough, but 1500 calories a day for 
a year or two is better than less 
than 1000 calories for four or five 
years! The record will show that 
the German occupation, in many 
cases, meant less than 1000 calo- 
ries a day and that babies did die 
of starvation in the allied coun- 
tries. It is true that people all 
over Europe, young and old, are 
dying perhaps more rapidly than 
they would have had there been 
no war, and [ hope that a visit to 
Germany or any other country 
will make anyone conscious of the 
absolute necessity of working for 
the U.N.O. and making it the peo- 
ple’s instrument for peace. 

Throughout most of Europe, 
from all I was able to learn, peo- 
ple living in the country are bet- 
ter off than those living in cities. 
That is true of people living in 
ether nations during the war as 
it 1s true today in Germany. Be- 
cause of the early bombing of Ber- 
lin, poor people in that city prob- 
ably were hungry for two years 
before the final defeat of the Ger- 
mans. The people in other -Ger- 
man cities fared better. Neverthe- 
less—and I want to repeat what I 
said—as far as one can see, the 
children even of Berlin look no 
worse off than the children of 
Great Britain, who have been on 
a reasonably good, but extremely 
restricted diet ever since Germany 
began the war. 

Wherever the Japanese have 
passed, starvation is staring peo- 
ple in the face, as it is in India, 
That is partly because of the nar- 
row margin on which the people 
lived anyway. Whether we can 
keep a great number of people 
from dying of starvation, I do 
not think is yet known, It can 
only be done by co-ordination of 
all available food supplies in the 
world, and by careful direction 
of shipping and distribution. I 
think we should be willing to do 
all we possibly can to prevent 
famine anywhergs But when people 
talk about feeding Germany bet- 
ter at the present time, yet do 
not seem to be concerned about 
giving our Allies in Europe a bet- 
ter diet first, I think they have 
lost their sense of justice and 
have become hysterical and there- 
fore unable to act in a common- 
sense fashion.

They were talking about reviv- 
ing the Green Foundation Lecture, 
endowed by Mrs. John F. Green 
of St. Louis in memory of her 
husband, an attorney, who was one 
of the school’s most distinguished 
alumni. In discussing possible lec- 
turers, VanSant said, “If you want 
to shoot at the moon, why don’t 
you get someone like Winston 
Churchill? You couldn’t find any- 
one anywhere whose words would 
be heard farther.” 

VanSant twice had managed 
Truman’s senatorial campaigns in 
Callaway, each time carrying the 
county for his candidate. When he 
asked the President if he would 
forward the invitation to Church- 
ill, the answer was, “Sure.” 

The former Prime Minister has 
advised the college he will accept 
no pay for his address on world 
affairs. President McCluer said 
he believed Churchill considers his 
appearance here a courtesy to 
President Truman. 

The college and the town feel 
their location deep in the interior 
of the United States has an ap- 
peal of its own.

Too Many Women Saying Yes Too Often to This Question, Scientists Say

NEW YORK, Feb. 25. 

URE, sis, it’s your business, 
Si you want to sit around in 

the afternoon with some of the 
girls and bat off a few Martinis 
in that social-register saloon, you 
aren't hurting anybody. Or maybe 
you haven't got the cash for the 
fancy bistros and all you want to 
do is kill a little time in a nickel- 
beer thirst aid station before it’s 
time to go home and get your 
truck-driver husband’s’ dinner. 
Nobody’s kicking. The bars on us 
girls taking an occasional snort 
in public were let down during 
the speak-easy era. 

The only trouble now seems to 
be that the scientists have piled 
up a mass of figures to prove that 
too many women aren’t satisfied 
with that short occasional snort. 
They say the gals have been car- 
rying their drinking too far and 
can prove that one out of every 
six known drunkards in the United 
States is a woman. Twenty years 
ago the ratio of women alcoholics 
as compared to men alcoholics 
was one woman to every 25 men. 
A 12-year survey made by Dr. 
DD. B. Rotman, director of the 
Psychiatric Institute of the Mu- 
nicipal Court in Chicago, disclosed 
that in 1931 one out of every ive 
drunkards appearing before the 
court was a woman; in 1943 that 
ratio jumped to one woman drunk- 
ard for every two men. 

At Bellevue Hospital here in 
New York one out of every four 
alcoholics treated in 1943 and 1944 
was a woman and in San Fran- 
cisco, where an annual average 
of 40,000 drunkards have been 
hailed into court over the past 10 
years, woman offenders have 
jumped from 1 per cent of the 
total to a present high of 8 per 
cent. 

In yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 
the first article of this two-chap- 
ter series told the story of a 
valiant woman named Marty 
Mann, now executive director of 
the Committee for Education on 
Alcoholism sponsored by Yale 
University. Marty a cured alco- 
holic who for ten years had staged 
soms epic sprees and been soused 
in the best saloons of United 
States and Europe, is now work- 
ing through the Committee for 
Education on Alcoholism to edu- 
cate the public to the fact that 
alcoholism is a disease and not 
just the sign of a weak mind in 
a weaker body. 

Another gallant woman who 
has had the courage to admit 
herself a drunkard—in order that 
she may help thousands of other 
victims of drink, i8 MLaurette 
Tay:or. After a brilliant come- 
back, Laurette Taylor is now once 
again one of the brightest stars 
on Broadway. Night after night 
she plays to standing room only 
in “The Glass Menagerie” and 
critics have insisted that it is 
Laurette Taylor’s portrayal of the 
parasitic mother that turned the 
play into a perennial box-office 
gold mint, 

Up until 16 years ago. Laurette 
Taylor had everything—money, 
the reputation of a great actress 
and a perfect marriage to J. Hart- 
ley Manners, the English drama- 
tist. In 1929, Hartley Manners 
died and Laurette Taylor lost all 
interest in life. She locked her- 
self against her friends in her 
New York apartment and at- 
tempted to drown her troubles in 
drink, She admitted in a recent 
interview that her real impulse 
was to drink herself to death. 

“When I lost my husband,” she 
said in this interview, “I lost my 
anchor and was desolated. I gave 
up my work, refusing to see any- 
one. I rattled around in my apart- 
ment until it became unbearable. 
I did the same in the luxury hotels 
in England, France and Italy. My 
blind, blundering efforts to for-

struction an “offense against 
God's mercy.” Suddenly one day 
she realized that drinking herself 
to death was just another form 
of suicide. She set about over- 
coming her desire to drink; 
through religion she found the 
help she needed. Today Laurette 
Taylor has fought her way back 
to stardom, Naturally, drink and 
the passing years have taken their 
toll of her beauty, but there is 
an inner serenity that has come 
to replace the lost youth, 

A grave danger, scientists point 
out, is that habitual drinking may 
lead to drug addiction. Faced 
with doing a day’s work on her 
job or taking care of her children 
after extensive drinking the night 
before, many a woman has turned 
to sedatives. Sometimes this is 
on the doctor’s prescription ,or 
merely on the suggestion of a girl 
friend who knows a doctor or a 
druggist who can be relied on to 
produce the right “dope.” Soon a 
nerve-quieter is too mild and the 
woman alcoholic turns to heroin, 
cocaine or morphine. 

The National Committee for 
Educatiof? on Alcoholism stresses 
three points: 1. That alcoholism is 
a disease and the alcoholic a sick 
person, 2. That the alcpholic can 
be helped and is worth helping. 
3. That alcoholism is a _ public 
health problem and therefore a 
public responsibility. 

So far the Committee for Edu- 
eation on Alcoholism under the 
guiding hand of Marty Mann has 
centers functioning in Boston, 
Pittsburgh, Charleston, Washing- 
ton, D.C. and Des Moines. An at- 
tempt to organize a committee in 
St. Louis was unsuccessful. 

Simply, the aim of the National 
Committee’s program is to make 
as many people in the United 
States as possible understand the 
basic facts about alcoholism, the 
need for a change in the public 
attitude, and the possibilities for 


a solution to this problem through 
community action. The first step 
is to institute and carry out the 
campaign of education through 
lectures, press and radio cam- 
paigns, and to distribute literature 
on alcoholism to churches, schools 
and libraries. The second step 
is to open an information center 
where alcoholics themselves or 
their families can obtain informa- 
tion on where sanitariums for al- 
coholics are located along with 
their cost: information on local 
Alcoholics Anonymous groups; the 
names of psychiatrists and doc- 
tors who will treat alcoholics. The 
third step is a campaign to im- 
prove hospital care, to persuade 
hospitals to open up a certain 
number of beds to alcoholic pa- 
tients and the fourth the opening 
of a free diagnostic clinic. The 
last step in the committee’s pro- 
gram is the establishment of rest 
centers, where potential alcoholics 
can be treated in surroundings 


free of temptation and conducive 
to quiet, deep and thorough self- 
analysis.

O drum-beater for any particu- 
N lar cure for alcoholism the Na- 

tional Committee for Education 
on Alcoholism recognizes that 
some alcoholics may prefer to 
retain their anonymity and seek 
treatment through psychiatry or 
lay therapy or in so-called cure 
institutions where the aversion 
treatment is administered. Avail- 
able figures, however, show that 
Alcoholics Anonymous, the na- 
fion-wide society of 12,000 ex-al- 
coholics who are now working to 
help other drunkards overcome 
their craving for liquor, has had 
a three times greater success 
than psychiatric treatment and 
ouner “cures” combined. 

“Alcoholics Anonymous Program 
for Recovery” can be broken down 
into 12 steps: 

1. We admitted we were power- 
less over alcohol—that our lives 
have become unmanageab)s. 

2 Came to believe that a Pow- 
er greater than ourselves could 
restore us to sanity. 

8. Made a decision to turn our 
will and our lives over to the care 
of God as we Understood Him. 

4. Made a searching and fear- 
less moral inventory of ourselves. 

5. Admitted to God, to our 
selves, and to another human be- 
ing the exact nature of our 
wrongs. 

6. Were entirely ready to have 
God remove all these defects of 
character, 

7. Humbly asked Him to re 
move our shortcomings. 

8. Made a list of all persons 
we had harmed, and became will- 
ing to make amends to them all. 

9. Made cirect amends to such 
people wherever possible, except 
when to do so would injure them 
or others, 

10. Continued to take personal 
inventory and when we were 
wrong promptly admitted it. 

11. Sought through prayer and 
meditation to improve our con- 
scious contact with God as we un- 
derstood Him, praying only for 
knowledge of His will for us and 
the power to carry that out. 

12. Having had a spiritual ex- 
perience as the result of these 
steps, we tried to carry this mes- 
sage to alcoholics, and to practice 
these principles in all our affairs. 

Alcoholics Anonymous stresses 
the point that adherence to these 
principles is not a condition of 
AA membership. Any alcoholic 
who admits he has a problem is 
an AA member regardless of how 
much he disagrees with the pro- 
gram. 

In New York City about one- 
third of the members of Alcoholics 
Anonymous are women. In small- 
er towns and cities, women are 
more reluctant to admit them- 
selves alcoholics and to seek the 
help of Alcoholics Anonymous, 
Until it is too late they go on kid- 
ding themselves that “I can take 
it or leave it alone.”

W tract a declarer loses a con- 


tract such as that in today’s 
deal, the only explanation is 
that he has paid no attention to 
the bidding! 
West, dealer.

Despite South's announcement 
of diamond atrength, West felt 
that his best chance was to at- 
tempt the establishment of his 
long suit, hence opened the six of 
diamonds. Declarer won with the 
nine and, probably with the 
thought that a successful club 
finesse would put him in sight of 
easy victory, led the club queen 
and let it ride. East won and re- 
turned his remaining diamond— 
and from that point on, declarer 
found himself in very deep water. 
He went down one. 

The moment declarer saw the 
dummy he should have realized 
that West's opening diamond bid 
could only have been based on 
the ace-queen of diamonds and 
the ace of hearts. West might 
hold the club king In addition, but 
one thing was certain: his bid 
virtually guaranteed the heart 
ace. That being true, declarer 
should have considered the club 
king, or the club finesse, as of 
secondary importance. The vital 
matter was to knock out the 
heart ace which, if left in West's 
hand, would remain an entry. 
The club king, if West held it, 
could never constitute a menace 
to South. Thus, after winning 
the first trick, declarer’s urgent 
consideration should have been to 
knock out West’s heart entry and, 
incidentally of course, to clear the 
heart suit for himself, Obviously, 
had two heart leads been made 
toward dummy’s honors, the de 
fenders would have found them- 
selves without ammunition.
